Iz. 1 S Polih Majeſty having re- 
& 7 ſolved about the Spring of 
the Year, 1730, to review his 
whole Army, in order to teach 
h his Officers, as well as com- 
mon Men, thoſe military Exer- 

ciſcs, which, by Reaſon of the long Continu- 
ation of Peace, many of them had nevet learnt, 
not only augmented that Year all his Regi- 
ments, but likewiſe raiſed ſeveral new ones. 
Zune the firſt was the Day fix'd upon for 
the Opening of this Aﬀembly, A beauti- 
ful

ful Plain near en was, as all” 
Buildings neceſſary for Ammunition and Pro- 


viſion erected: And though it was generally , 
believ'd impoſſible to have every Thing in 


Readineſs againſt that Time, yet, by the inde- 
fatigable Pains and Induſtry of his Polifþ 
Majeſty, all was'accompliſl'd. The Ex- 
erciſe and Movements of the whole Army ſo 
manag'd and directed by himſelf; and many 
of them ſo. entirely of his own Invention, that 
this Review was a perfect School of War. 
And as his Pruſſian Majeſty deſigned to honour 
it with his Preſence, every Thing proper for 
his, Reception and Accommodation was pro- 
vided. 

May the zoth, his Prufſ an Majeſty, attend- 
ed by Monſieur Bodenbruck, one of his Gene- 
rals of the Horſe, arriv'd at Kofſdorf, about 
twelve Engliſb Miles from the Camp; where, 
according to Orders, all thoſe Officers, and 
Pruſſians, that were to be preſent at this fa- 
mous Saxon Entertainment. were already aſ- 
ſembled: And where his Pruſſian Majeſty was 
complimented by Baron Seiffertitz, Lord Stew- 
ard of the Saxon Houſhold, who, beforehand, 
had provided Dinner for his Majeſty, and Per- 
ſons of the firſt Rank in one Place, his. Off- 
cers, Sc. in another; and for which Purpoſe, 
his Poliſh Majeſty's Kitchen, Cellar, and Con- 
fectionary, were all brought to that Village. 
Dinner being wer his Pruſſan Majeſty appoint- 

ed 
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ed the Time of riſing next Day, and p cericed- 

May the 31ſt, about five o' Clock in the 
Morning, his Pruſſian i Majeſty ſet out from 
Koſſaorf, with his whole Retinue. The Chief 
of which were his Royal Highneſs the Prince 
of Pruſſia, the Princes Henry and Charles of 
Brandenburg; the Prince of Anbali Deſau, and 
his four Sons, the Princes, Guſtavys, Leopolds 
Eugenius, and Moritz; one of the Dukes of 
Holſtein, the Prince of Anhalt Bernburg, and 
the Prince of Anbault | Zerbt On the 
Road from. Koſſdorf were planted Poſts to ſhew 
the right Way ; and, at each Poſt, two Ulans 
on Horſeback. Theſe Ulans were Tartars, in 
the Service of the Crown of Poland, and in 


all two Troops; the Regimentals of the one, 
Blue and White, the other Red and White, 
with large blue, or red Trouzets; Waſtecoats 
of the ſame Colour, and white Coats, with the 
Sleeves hanging looſe, after the Poliſb Faſhion. 
Upon their Heads, ſhorn almoſt cloſe, they 
wore 2 common Poliſh Cap, had Sabres by their 
Sides, and, in their right Hands, long Pikes, 
with little Banners, Red and White, or blue 
and White, according to their Regimentals. 
Some of them had likewiſe Bows and Arrows, 
and their Commander a Silver Trunchion, ſet 
with Diamonds. In the Manner they were 
poſted in from Koſſdorf,' they reach d to the 
Forreſt-houſe, or Place call'd the Cob, where 
at the ſame Time, were pitch'd a beautiful 
2 Kind 
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Kind of half Tents, and, underneath them, 
plac'd an elegant Repaſt. Here, early on the 
Morning, came his Poliſb Majeſty, with his 
Roya! Highneſs the Prince of Poland, and 
thirty ſix Poli Knights, in the Habits of their 
Order of the white Eagle, and waited to re- 
ceive his Pruſſian Majeſty. How grand the 
King of Poland's Retinue was, amongſt other 


Things, appears in this, that, at the Side of 


theſe Tents, or Shelters from the Sun, ſtood, 
rang'd in Order, thirty-two of his own Coach- 
es and Six, and eighty-four of his own ſump- 
ter Horſes, each led by a Groom on Horſe- 
back, and cover'd with Capariſons of coſtly 
Tyger-skins, upon Crimſon Velvet, almoſt 
hidden with Embroidery of Gold. As his Pruſ⸗ 
ſian Majeſty approached this Place, he ſent his 
Fel-marſhal, Natſmer, before, to notify his 
Coming; and his Poliſh Majeſty,” again on his 
Side, diſpatch'd ſeveral of his Lords of the 
Bedchamber to compliment him, upon his fafe 
Arrival. His Pruſſian Majeſty, being come with- 
in go Paces of the Tents, diſmounted, and the 
two Kings, meeting one another, embrac'd 
more than once with extraordinary Tender- 
nefs. Upon that, the King of Pruſſia pre- 


ſented every Officer along with him to his 


Paliſß Majeſty, and each of them, accord- 


ing to the Cuſtom of that Country, had the Ho- 
nour of kiſſing the Skirt of his Majeſty's Coat. 
Alter this, their Majeſties ſat down to Break-- 


taſt, 
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faſt, which, as well as the Tents, had been 
brought there by a Number of Mules, ſo 
deck'd with Plumes and Trappings, Bells and 
Cymbals, Sc. there was no . Poſſibility of ſee- 
ing their Bodies for Ornament : Each carrying 
under a rich ſumpter Cloth, two large Cheſts, 
in which the Services of Plate, and Neceſſa- 
ries for Table, were convey'd, not only then, 
but upon all other Occaſions, from Place to 
Place, during the whole Time of the Camp: 
And, to every three of theſe Mules, was a Mule- 
reer, that guided them by a blue Pole. After 
Breakfaſt was over, their Majeſt ies aroſe, and 
proceeded to the Camp in a Sort of open Cha- 
riot, but, which however had a purple Canopy. 
The Ulans, and Panzerners rode before; and 
it's to be obſerv'd of the former, that, as his 
Pruſſian Majeſty came to the two- fartheſt of 
them, poſted on the Road from K»ſſdorf, they 
asked, if that was the King? And, being an- 
iwer'd, gallop'd back to their Troop, ſome 
hundred of Paces from the Place of Breakfaſt, 
and afterwards rode in a Body before his Ma- 
jeſty to the very Tents, The Panzerners were 
all of the firſt Quality of Poland, and, from 
Head to Foot, rich in Armour. Their Chief 
carry*d, upon a long green gilded Pole, the 
white Tail of a Horſe; the reſt white Flags 
with the Poliſb Eagle. Whenever his Majeſty 
commands the Army, they always ride before 
him ; each having likewiſe one of theſe Tails, 
B ſed 
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ſet in Silver gilt, and faſten'd to his Horſe's 
Mane. Their Houſings were after the Turki/b 
Faſhion, and ſtiff with Gold and Silver; their 
Sabres fixt to their Saddles whenever they 
diſmounted, alſo vaſtly rich, Hilt and Scab- 
bard both of ſolid Silver, engraven, gilt, and 
full of precious Stones. Immediately after 
them, came the two Kings, beneath their pur- 
ple Canopy 3 next, his Royal Highneſs the 
Prince of Pruſſia, and his Royal Highneſs the 
Prince of Poland, with two Generals in a Coach 
of State; after them, the moſt conſiderable of 
both Poles and Pruſſians, in a long Train of 
Coaches and fix, which were follow'd by his 
Majeſty's led Horſes, and the led Horſes by 
the Mules. In this moſt pompous Cavalcade 
arriv'd their Majeſties at the head Quarters, 
where the Janizaries, independent Companies, 


the Cadets &, and Chevalier Guard were drawn 


up in Battalia. As ſoon as thoſe Pruſſian Ot- 
ficers, that were to ſtay there, were ſhewn 
their Tents, it being then pretty late, Dinner 
was ſerv'd up; and all the Pruſſiaus, as well 
as his Royal Highneſs, the Prince of Pru/ſjia, and 
his Pruſſian Majeſty himſelf, appeared that 
Day, after the Saxon Faſhion, in Scarlet and 
Gold. The King's Table and, two more, for 
four and twenty each, were ſerv'd, alike, in 

| Gold 


_* Theſe Cadets were a Body of young Gentlement of the 
very beſt Families, educated entirely at his Poli Majeſiy”s 
Expence; and, upon this Occaſion, properly equip:. 
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Gold and Silver gilt; and fix others, for 
the ſame Number of Perſons, in plain Silver. 
The Cadets carry'd the Victuals up, and the 
Pages, with ſix Turks, as many Paykens*, and 
four and twenty Negros, all exquilitely dreſt, 
attended at the Head-Table ; ſome in Cloth 
of Silver, others of Gold, and many of them 
enrich'd with Diamonds. Dinner being over, 
the Pruſſian Princes and Officers, that were 
to lodge in the neighbouring Villages, ſuch 
as Glaubitz, Poppitz, and Riſſa, repair'd to 
their reſpective Quarters, As each Houſe was 
number'd, the Names of thoſe that were to 
lodge in them wrote upon the Doors, and Bil- 
lets had already been deliver'd out at Ko/- 
dorf, every one was now employ'd in ſeeking 
for his Quarters. And never ſure were Vil- 
lIages ſo like Courts and royal Palaces, as 
theſe, where, every Day was ſuch Parade of 
Princes, and of general Officers. But before 
we go any farther, it may not be amiſs to 
give ſome Account how the Head-Quarters, 
as well as the Camp and Plain were ſituate, 
and laid out. Firſt then, the Plain choſen 
for theſe military Atchievements was about 
twenty Engliſh Miles in Circumference ; the 
one half, till now, Heath and Foreſt; for 
clearing and cleanſing of which. from all Man- 
ner of Rubbiſh, 500 Peaſants and 250 Miners 
from Freyberg, who were to draw upthe Trees 
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the Roots, and again ſmooth, and level the 
whole Place, were all at one Time employ'd. 
And, notwithſtanding this ſeem'd ſo prodigi- 
ous difficult a Work, yet was it fo inſtantly 
executed, that, almoſt at once, out of a large 
irregular Wild, there appeared. a moſt delight- 
ful Plain; as to the other half, which was 
Arable, that, by his Poliſb Majeſty's Com- 
mand, lay fallow, and for which the Owners 
were moſt amply recompenſed, The whole 
Place was a Square, and, on an Eminence in 
the middle, the beautiful Pavilion, which, 
tho' of Wood only, yet was large and hand- 
ſome, conſiſting of two Stories, and a Souter- 
rain. Within, it was hung from Top to Bot- 
tom, with the fineſt painted Linnen, and, on 
the outſide, green and Gold, adorn'd with Re- 
preſentations of all Sorts of Trophies, and 
Inſtruments of War. Upon the Roof, were 
large gilded Vaſes, and other Decorations, 
and, on the Pinacle, or little Turret at each 
End, a ſilken Flag, with two Cheſs-Players, 
and this Motto, Olia Martiiss The upper 
Story for their Majeſties and Perſons of Di- 
ſtinction, had two Balconies, and that towards 
the Camp, hung with purple Velvet, fring'd 
with Gold: Over it a Sort of Canopy, em- 
belliſhed with the richeſt carv'd Work, and a 
large gilded Crown. In this Story were Um- 
berellos before the Windows, and conſtantly 
a long Table, ſerv'd with all Manner of Re- 

freſh- 
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freſhments: In the lower, Variety of Apart- 
ments and Conveniencies, but ſo contriv'd, 
that one could go round it undercover; and, 
in the Souterrain, his Majeſty's Kitchen, Cel. 
lar, and Confectionary. To this Fabrick were 
four Entrances, and, at each, two Cadets 
ſtood Centinels. Below them, went, quite round 
the whole outſide of the Building, four broad 
Steps, from whence thoſe Spectators, that ei- 
ther would not, or might not, be within the 
Pavilion, could, without the leaſt incommoding 
one another, ſee every Motion of the Army 3 
after theſe Steps, a dry Mote, lih'd with green 
painted Boards, in which were kept his Ma- 
jeſty's Saddle-Horſes, that were not us'd while 
the Army was on foot: Beyond this Mote a- 
gain, green Paliſſadoes, with large gilded 
Balls of Metal, and four Entrances, where 
generally the Fanizaries kept Guard; between 
which, and the Mote, was the Place where the 
Cannon and Mortar were planted, for giving 
Signals; and where, likewiſe, upon every Oc- 
caſion of faluting, both Cadets and Janixaries 
ſtood to their Arms. This Structure com- 
manded the whole Plain, and, if we conſider 
it as a Square, on the Flank, towards the South, 
were the Head-Quarters ; towards the Weſt, 
the Camp, or whole Army; towards the Eaſt, 
the Palace of Teiffenau, for their Royal High- 
neſſes, the Prince and Princeſs of Poland; and 
towards the North, the Foreſt, or Place call'd 


the 
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the Goch before which were plac'd ſome 
thouſand Stacks of that Wood, cut for opening 
of this Plain; and, in ſuch Order, that for ſe- 
veral Miles together, they ſzem*d one cont:- 
nu'd Fortification. But. of all Proſpects, that 
of the Head-Quarters was the moſt beautiful. 
It lay upon a Hill, about a Cannon- Shot from 
the right Wing of the Camp, and conſequent- 
ly overlook'd the the whole Army. There 
were two grand Entries to it; the one from 
the Elbe and adjacent Villages; the other from 
the Camp and Pavilion. The laſt begun with 
a Dyke, which had Water on each Side; and, 
behind that Water, Shrubs and Buſhes ; far- 
ther on the Hill, upon each Hand was a hand- 
ſome Parterre; and, ſtrait forward, the Apart- 
ment of his Pru//ian Majeſty, diſtinguiſh'd, 
not only in Form, but Grandeur likewiſe, 
from all others. It lay upon a large Square 
Rampart, with an Entrance exactly in the 
middle of each Flank ; and, at each Entrance 
two centry Boxes, where the Fanizaries, Life- 
Grenadiers, and free Companies, by Turns, 
kept Guard. Behind theſe ſtood two large. 
blue and white Pyramids, and, upon both of 
them, a roùnd Lamp, about the Bigneſs of 
a Buſhel, with a multiplying G laſs in the Mid- 
dle, which, reflecting an innumerable Num- 
ber of burning Lamps, made a moſt glorious 


Repercuſſion. From each of theſe Pyramids 


to che other went a Barrier, arm'd with Iron- 
Spikes,

Spikes, after the Manner of a Cheval de Friſe, 
which, turning on a Wheel, either ſhur or 
openꝰd theſe Paſſages. And, as the Apartment 
itſelf lay eroſs- wiſe, with four Entrances, firſt 
of all, were four large Tents, or Ante-Cham- 
bers, each with twelve gilded Knobs; next 
to them, the ſame Number of ſpacious dining 
Tents, from whence went four. Galleries to 
as many other tents, or handſome drawing 
Rooms, and, irom thoſe drawing Rooms a» 
gain, four more Galleries, all terminating re- 
gularly over-again{t each other in one vaſt 
Tent, or grand Saloon, which flood exactly in 
the middle, In this were four exquiſite mu- 
ſical Clocks, and, in the four drawing Rooms, 
at the Sides of the Doors, molt ſumptuous 
Water-Ciſterns, richly engraven, weighing 
3376 Ounces of Silver each. In the Angles, 
which the four correſponding Galleries form'd 
upon the Center, or grand Saloon, were eight 
other beautiful Tents, for their Majeſties, the 
two Crown, and other Princes: And, at the 
Corners of the Rampart, ſeveral more far 
thoſe Attendants that were to be immediately 
about their Majeſties, before whole Tents ſtood 
conſtantly a Guard of either Turks, Hunzart- 
ans, or Paykens ; the Turks in Cloth of Gold and 
Turbants of Crimſon Velvet; the Hungarians 
in Scarlet lac'd and fring'd with Gold; the 
Paykens, likewiſe, in red, with black Velvet 
Caps embroider'd with Silver, and adarn'd 
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with large Plumes of white Feathers, each 
holding in his Hand a Silver Battle-Ax. All 
theſe firſt Tents were of the fineſt Cotton, 
and, as the fore-mention'd half ones, under 
which their two Majeſties breakfaſted, green 
on the outſide, but curious Turky Needle- 
Work within : The Beds and Chairs were Silk, 
or Velvet, wrought and emboſſed with Gold 
or Silver; the other Furniture no leſs coſtly ; 
and on the Floor, throughout the whole, 
ſpread variegated Cane, moſt accurately wove, 
reſembling rich Moſaick Work. Art a ſmall 
Diſtance, round this beauteous Piece of Linnen 
Architecture, lay all thoſe Pruſſian Officers 


and Attendants that waited to receive their 


Maſter's Orders, likewiſe in green Tents. 
Some hundred Paces further ſtood the Palace 
of his Poliſo Majeſty, which, tho* of Wood 
only, and, as the Pavilion, purely for the 
preſent, was, nevertheleſs, ſpatious, and moſt 
highly finiſhed. Here the Fanizaries and 
independent Companies kept Guard ; and, at 


due Diſtances, were the Kitchen, Cellar and 


Confectionary, cover'd and incloſed, with either 
blue, white, or green Linnen; and, beſides his 
Majeſty's own, eight Marſhals or Officers Ta- 
bles, ſerv'd in maſſy Plate, and waited on by 
Moors and Fanizaries, Upon the Hills ad- 
Joyning, by way of Cover to the Head-Quar- 
ters, towards the South, were encamp'd the 
three independent Companies and Cadets, to- 
| wards. 
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wards the South, were encamp'd the three in- 
dependent Companies and Cadets; towards the 
Eaſt, the Janizaries, after the Tyrkiſ5 Man- 
ner, in pyramidical Tents ; and, towards the 
North, the Panzerners. But every Thing 
mentioned from his Pruſſian Majeſty's Apart- 
ment hither, beſides a great many Tents, 
Marquis, Sc. not taken Notice of, were in— 
cluded in the Head Quarters, and, altogether, ' 
ſeem'd a beautiful, inchanted Cittadel. Let 
above all, and in every Individual of the whole, 
the great, the ruling Genius of his Poliſh 
Majeſty, ſupreme, and ſole Director of this 
elegant Magnificence, moſt eminently diſtin- 
guiſh'd itſelf. Below the Head Quarters, and 
directly over againſt the right Wing of the 
Army, lay the Camp of the Felt-Marſhal, 
IPackerbarth, As to the Army in general, it 
was encamp'd in two Lines, and the Tents 
and Regimentals of both Officers and pri- 
vate Men all new. At every Wing ſtood 
a ſtately Pyramid of ſolid Stone, enrich'd; 
as alſo one on each Side of, and at equal 
Diſtances from, the Pavilion. Of both Lines, 
the Cavalry, according to this Plan, were up- 
on the Wings; and, notwithſtanding the 
Number of Soldiers, and Extenſiveneſs of 
the Camp, yet was there ſuch Order and 
Decorum, that the greateſt Stranger, without 
the leaſt Difficulty, and with all imaginable 
Pleaſure, might examine and ſurvey the 
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whole. On the Morning, after the Re- 
veille, throughout the whole Army, was 
moſt delightful Muſick ; and, on the Evening, 
about Eight, a Cannon being fir'd from the 
Artillery, before the Front of every Regi- 
ment, was beat the Tapto. The Villages in 
View were Radzwilz, at the Head Quarters 3 
Zeitbayn, by the Camp; Tiefenau, or the 
Prince Electoral's Caſtle ; Glaubitz, for the Po- 
li and Saxon Poſt-Offices ; and Streumen, 
where the Playhouſe was. All theſe, and ſe- 
veral others, ſuch as Poppitz, Riſa, Groſſen- 
hayen, Promnitz, Grobe, Boberſen, Moritz, &c. 
were entirely taken up with Poliſh and Pru/ 
fiau Nobility. Tho?, not only Poles and Pru/- 
fian;, but all other Strangers of any tolerable 
Rank or Figure were likewiſe provided with 
Lodgings and Conveniencies; each Foreign 
Miniſter having Equipages, Caſtles, and ſome- 
times whole Villages aſſign d him for the Re- 
ception of his Friends and Countrymen. 
And, it farther may be added, had all the 
Princes of Europe been preſent, they'd have 
been properly accommodated ; and his Poliſh 
Majeſty no leſs delighted in receiving his 
Royal Gueſts, than they muſt have neceſſarily 
been with their glorious Entertainment. Such was 
the Soul of that Prince! The Meat conſum'd 
in the Camp was kill'd there; but for the 
Supply of the Head-Quarters, at about three 


Miles from thence, on the Side of the Eibe, 
Was 
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was built a Slavghter-Houſe, where the But- 
chers were employ'd Day and Night. There 
alſo were the Bake-Houſes of both Court 
and Camp, with a hundred and ſixty Bakers 
conſtantly at Work; and, at a little Diſtance, 
the Fodder-Magazine, and its reſpective 
Guard. Beſides theſe, and many other Build- 
ings, at a vaſt Expence, were ſtruck a · croſs 
the River four new Bridges, the firſt reſting, 
or ſwimming upon Boats, the ſecond upon 
ſeveral hundred new Tuns, the third upon 
Rafts, and the fourth upon Logs of Wood, 
but each held, and faſten'd by Anchors only : 
And, at a little Diſtance from the firſt, near 
Moritz, lay a Fleet, conſiſting of Frigates, 
Brigantines, a vaſt many Sloops, Fc. almoſt 
all built, rigg'd, and equipt for this Expedition. 

Hence began the military Exerciſes: But, 
as there's no deſcribing them without Cuts, or 
rather Painting, which they well deſerv'd, the 
tollowing Account, it's hop'd, will be excus'd. 

June the 1ſt, by Break of Day, the Re- 
veille was beat, and the whole Army aroſe- 
In an Hour after, the Aſſembly z and Boots 
and Saddles ſounded; and, laſt of all, after 
a Signal from the Head-Quarters, to Horſe ! 
Upon which the Squadrons and Battalions 
formed themſelves, and the whole Army drew 


out, in two Lines, before the Front of the 
Camp, to the firſt Line of the Place of Arms 
Each Line ſtood rang'd, as it was encamp'd. 
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and, in both Lines, on the Sides of the Ar- 
tillery, the three independent Companies, 
and the Battalion of Janizaries, who, upon 
beating the Aſſembly, at the Camp, had joyn'd 
the Army. About 6 a Clock the Gentle- 
men and Ladies were aſſembled at the Head 


Quarters, and the two Kings, mounting their 


Horſes, firſt took a general View of the whole 
Army, then began with the right Wing of 
the firit Line, rode up that, and down the 0- 
ther. The Panzerners, with their Flags, and 
Horſes Tails, and Tygers Skins hanging from 
their Middles, rode conſtantly before, and 
wherever their Majeſties approached, the Drums 
beat, and Muſick play'd. Their Retinue were 
the Princes, Princeſſes, and chief Miniſters, 
Sc. of both Courts, in their very utmoſt 
Pomp. The King of Poland himſelf in Cloth 
of Gold, his Pruſſian Majeſty in Scarlet, richly 
lac'd; and his Poliſh Majeſty was not only 


this Day, but all others preceeded, wherever 


he went, by ſix Hungarian Gentlemen on 
Horſeback, dreſs'd aftdr the Faſhion of their 
Country in ſhort cloſe Habits, but extremely 
rich, In fine, the vaſt Number of Princes, 
and other Perſons of the very firſt Diſtinc- 
tion, the coſtly Cloaths, manag'd Horſes, 
glittering Furniture, and Equipages, fo 
employ'd the Eyes of every Spectator, there 
was no knowing what Way to look firſt, Af— 
ter the Suite on Horſeback came a long 
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Train of Coaches, Hurſt * Wagens, and led 


Horſes, Theſe Wurſt Wagens, as well as 
the Coaches, and led Horſes, by his Maje- 
ſty's Order, were, upon all Occaſions, to be 
in Readineſs, for Strangers, that pleaſed to 
make Uſe of 'em. And his Poliſo Majeſty, 
beſides a proportionable Number of Coach, 
and others, was reckon'd to have upwards of 
a Thouſand Saddle-Horſes, in his own Stables. 
As their Majeſties had reached the right Wing 
of the ſecond Line, which was the laſt of the 
Army, they return'd to the Front, where his 
Royal Highneſs the Prince of Poland, and 
the General Felc-Marſhal, Wackerbarth, were 
at the Head of the Army. Abour a thou- 
ſane Paces from the Middle of the frſt Line 
were pitch'd a conſiderable Number of Halt- 
Tents, where their Majeſties, the two Crown- 
Princes, the Crown-Princeſs, and their whole 
Retinue breakfaſled, and had the Army di- 
rectly before 'em. The Royal Tent was in 
the Middle, with four Negroes on each Side 
in Cloth of Gold, to wait upon their Maje!! irs. 
During Breakfaſt, the Cannon before both Lizaws, 
and thoſe planted by every Regiment wer: 
diſcharg'd, by Turns: Afterwards follow)

running Fire, 3 Times round the whole Army, 
without ceaſing: The Cavalry fir'd firſt with 
their Carbines, next with one Piſtol, and 
laſt of all with their other. This Salute was 
perform'd thrice, and incomparable both to 
ſee and hear. Upon that, a Signal of three 


Cannon being given from Moritz, the firſt 


Line faced about to the Right, the right 
Wing, which the Chevalier Garde had, 
march'd directly out, and, at a proper Di- 
ſtance, wheeled, again to the Left, towards 
the Tents, where their two Majeſties were; 
and, the whole Army following, paſs'd in 
Review. But the Officers were to ſalute only 
the King of Pruſſia. 

As in every other Reſpect throughout 


this Army, of about thirty thouſand Sol- 


diers, there appear'd nothing but what was 
grand and gorgous, the Cloathing and Men 
themſelves were alſo worthy of the higheſt 
Admiration. Thoſe of the Regiment of 
Count Rutowsky, conſiſting of twelve hundred 
Grenadiers, from fix Foot five, to ſix Foot 
ten Inches high, and all liſted in about ſix 
Months, made a moſt incomparable Appea- 
rance, Their Regimentals were yellow and 
ſcarlet, their Caps richly adorn'd, and on the 
Front, and Top, a Piece of blue Enamel, 
with the white Eagle, and his Poliſh Majeſty's 
Name. The Regimentals of the Janizaries 

vere 
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were after the Turkiſh Manner, with yellow 
half Boots, white Stockings, red Trouzers, 
yellow Velts, and Sea Green Coats, or upper 
Cloaths, which hung down to their Heels, 
ſcollop'd, and border'd quite round the Bot- 
tom with red and white Lace, Upon their 
Heads they had a high two-corner'd Cap, 
half an Ell broad at Top, hanging down, 
about an Ell in Length behind. On the fore 
Part was a hollow Plate, in which was a 
Plume of Feathers, and, on the Flap behind, a 
white Star, Over their right Shoulder 


they wore a Belt, border'd with red and 
white Lace, in which was a broad ſhort 


Sword ; over their lefr, a Girdle for their 
Pouches, likewiſe bound with red and white, 
and round their Bodies a Saſh, or Circingle of 
the ſame Colour, in which were ſtuck their 
Spades, Hatchets, Hammers, and other Uten- 
ſils; and on their Muskets were a Sort of Ba- 
gonets, which ſhut and open'd like a Claſp- 
knife. Some of their non-commiſſion'd Offi- 
cers wore high round Caps of ſolid Metal, 
with large Plumes of red Feathers, down to 
their Middles, The com miſſion'd Officers were 
in Atlas of the ſame Colour with the Regi- 
mentals of the common Men; their Sea- green 
upper Coats had no Sleeves, were border'd 


with Ermine, and upon their Heads they 


had a Turtiſ Turbant of Lawn and Crim- 
ſon 
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ſon Velvet. Their Colonel made a grand 
Figure on Horſeback, not only with his fine 
Turki/b Habit, but likewiſe rich Accoutrements. 
He had a coſtly Buckler and Truncheon, and 
always by him an Armour: bearer. Another Offi- 
cer, that was alſo on Horſeback, bore in his Right- 
hand a Silver half Moon, fix'd upon a Rod of 
Ebony, with two Silver Chains, hanging Bow- 
wiſe, the one End of each faſten'd to the 
Points of the half Moon, and the other to the 
Rod of Ebony. Before march'd 24 Negroes, 
in white Turbants, that play'd upon the 
ſofteſt Inſtruments, and, behind, a Band 
of ſtronger Muſick, conſiſting of Drums, and 
Kettle-Drums, Schawns, and Cymbals. The 
Drums were large and handſome ; above, 
beat with a common Drum-ſtick, but, below, 
with a Rod of Wire: Theſe Cymbals, or braſen 
Machines, which were very thin, and ſomething 
in the Form of a Barber's Baſon, being every 
now and then ſtruck againſt each other, beat 
Time to the reſt, and made themſelves a Sort 
of muſical Tone: Thoſe, who thus perform'd 
upon 'em, carrying on their Backs two little 
Kettle Drums, again beat by others following 
them. So that this quite African Muſick a- 
waken'd in the moſt Incurious all Manger 
of Attention. After theſe Janizaries march'd 
the Body of Artillery, in four Companies, 


with their heavy Ordnance, For _ 
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. 
Muſick beſides the Hautboys, they had twelve 
Bockpfeiffers *, whoſe Regimentals were 
green, but wich half Sleeves, full of gild- 
ed Claſps. . Upon their Heads they wore a 
Cap with a long Lappet, and, on the Front, 
the King's Arms, doubly gilt; the Canno- 
neers had, below the Button of their Hats, 
two little braſs Cannon a-croſs: The Bom- 
barders, a burning Bomb; the Fulthers, two 
croſs Fuſces, &c. and by that Means were all 
eaſily dillinguiſh'd, The Officers in gene- 
":ral were moſt expenſively equipt. Thoſe 
of the Grenadiers had Muſquets with Bago- 
nets, Caps, and Pouches, but all magnificent. 
Their Belts and Pouches lac'd or embroider'd, 
and fringed on the Sides, with either Gold or Sil- 
ver. The Plate upon their Caps ſolid Silver, 
and often richly gilt. The non-commmiſſi- 
on*d Officers carry*d at their right Sides a Pi- 
ſtol, and on their left Shoulder a Muſquetoon. 
The Plate upon the Caps, and Buttons to the 
Gaters of the whole Army were white, and 
ſeem'd, at firſt, pure Silver, excepting the 
Weimer Regiment, which had gilt Metal, and 
Count Rutowsky's Grenadiers, who had not 
only yellow Buttons on their Gaters, but wore 
alſo red Neckcloths, and Sabres, whereas the 
reſt of the Army had all black Neckcloths, 
and a ſort of ſhort broad Swords. As to the 
Cavalry, the Beauty and nice Proportion of 
© A Kind of Bag Pipers. 
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ne Horſes, the Luſtre and Exactneſs of their 
Accautrements, together with the rich Cloaths, 
and laced Furniture of ſeveral entire Regi- 
ments, made it no leſs difficult, to know which 
to admire moſt, than it really was impoſſible, 
enough to wonder, and be aſtoniſh'd at the 
whole. Every Regiment's Band of Muſick 
was preceeded by two French Horns, many 
having ſixteen, ſome twelve, and none fewer 
than eight of the very beſt Hands, with ſeve- 
ral of their Inſtruments of pure Silver, as were 
all thoſe of the Life Grenadier Guard, conſiſt- 
ing of four French Horns, ſix Baſſoons, and 
ſix Hautboys. The Review laſted till five in 
the Evening, by which Time the firſt of the 
Cavalry had reached the Camp: The Infantry 
and laſt Cavalry march'd after; and their 
two Majeſties returning to the head Quarters, 
there went to Dinner. 

June the 2d was a Day of Repoſe, and, on 
the Morning, all the Officers of the Army 
waited upon his Pruſſian Majeſty, who after- 
wards, with a ſmall Retinue, riding up one 
Line, and down another, took a View of the 
Camp. Upon which Occaſion, every Regiment 
was drawn up'in Companies, before their Place 
of Encampment, but without Arms. Their 
two Majeſties din'd that Day in the Palace, 
and, after Dinner his Pruſſian Majeſty (having 
view'd the Turkiſh Borachio's, that were filled 


with Water, and carried by Mules for the Uſe 
of 
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of the Army, in Caſes of Neceſſity) got on 
Horſeback, intending to ride directly to his 
own Apartment, but finding, in his Way, 
the Life Grenadier Guard drawn up in Batta- 
lia, diſmounted; and, examining every one of 
them, Man by Man, came at laſt, without 
perceiving it himſelf, in chat Manner, eſcort- 
ed to his Tent, on Foot. 
wa June the 3d, ſixteen Squadrons of Dragoons 
i perform'd their Exerciſe firſt, in Evolutions 
on Horſeback, afterwards in Firings on Foot; 
and both before the Pavilion. After which 
they mounted again, and filed off before their 
two Majeſties; and his Pruſſian Majeſty din'd 
4 that Day with the Duke of Weiſſerſels. 
J June the 4th, being Sunday, his Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty attended Divine Service at the Felt-Mar- 
ſhal Wackerbarth's, and afterwards dined with 
him. Throughout the whole Camp every 
Chaplain preached to his Regiment, and on the 
1 Evening was a Comedy and Ball. 
5 June the gth was the Exerciſe of the Caval- 
Fe ry 3 of which, four and twenty Squadrons hav- 
3 ing gone through their Evolutions, formed a 
Square round the Pavilion, and, after they had 
there ſhewed themſelves for ſome time, to the beſt 
Advantage, open'd, and march'd by his Pruſſian 
Majeſty to the Camp. The Janizaries were 
polted in a long Line, on each Side of the Pa- 
vilion; the Ulans on the Flank of the Field, 
to keep it clear, and the Cadets at the Pavilion. 
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June the 6th wis a Day of Reſt, and, on 
the Evening, a Concert of Muſick. 

June the 7th, the Infantry was to have been 
exercis'd, but their Majeſties being both out of 
Order, it was delay'd. | 

Tune the 8th, nothing was done in the Ar- 
my; and, on the Evening, was a Comedy. 

June the gth (their Majeſties continuing in- 
diſpos'd) the Exerciſe of the Infantry was (ill 
deferr'd. 

June the Toth, about ſeven on the Morn- 
ing, twenty-four Battalions, having march'd 
in two Columns, and form'd a Square round 
the Pavilion, firſt went thro? their manual Ex- 
erciſe by Beat of Drum, then perform'd all 
the different Manners of Firing, the Grena- 
diers throwing in the mean Time vaſt Num- 
bers of Grenado's. Afterwards, the two oppoſite 
Lines advancing upon each other, towards the 
Pavilion, fir'd, marching and retreating. 
Upon which, they perform'd a Hedge-Fire, 
then a running Fire, and, laſt of all, three grand 
Vollies from the whole Square, at once. Which 
Firings and Exerciſes being over, they reduc'd 
themſelves again to two Columns, and fil'd 
off before their Majeſties to the Camp. 

June the 11th was a Sunday, 

June the 12th, the four Companies belong - 
ing to the Artillery, with their forty-eight 
Pieces of Cannon, as many Ammunition-Wag— 
gons, and two Regiments of Infantry, drawn 

Out 
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out for that Purpoſe, having rang'd themſelves 
before the Camp, and divided the Cannon into 
a certain Number of Brigades, advanc'd af- 
\ terwards, in two Columns towards the Pavili- 
on. To each Column were twenty-four Can- 
non, and, to each Cannon, one non-commiſſion'd 
Officer, three Cannoneers, and fix Fuſiliers. 
At the Head of the Artillery was drawn by 
four grey Horſes moſt beautifully adorn'd with 
Tygers Skins, and large Plumes of white Fea- 
thers, a kind of Triumphal Chariot, in which 
was beat the Kettle-Drum of the Train; be- 
hind that march'd the Buckpfeiffers and Haut- 
boys, and laſt of all the Artillery, or heavy 
Ordnance, cover'd by the two Regiments 
of Infantry, on the Flanks by the Fuſiliers, 
and on the Front and Rear by the Grenadiers. 
After they had reach'd their limited Diſtance 
from the Pavilion, unharneſs'd their Horſes, 
and Jed them out of the Ranks, they form- 
ed themſelves again, as before the Camp, with 
the Cannon in the Intervals; and while the 
Artillery perfotm'd its different Diſcharges, 
the Infantry, rang'd i in Plattoons, at each Diſ- 
charge, march'd thro? the Intervals, gave their 
Fire in Ranks, and then retir'd behind the 
Cannon. Which, notwithſtanding the Rain, 
having been all incomparably well executed, 
they 1 again, firing, to the Pavilion, 
and there forming a Square, with the Cannon 
on the Flanks, or Angles, but fill cover'd 


by 
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by the Infantry, finiſh'd this Exerciſe with a 
general Diſcharge of all the forty-eight Can- 
non at a Time, ſucceeded by a grand Volly 
of ſeventy-two Plattoons of Infantry, and fix 
Times repeated. After this the Brigades of 
Cannon, and Plattoons of Infantry drew to 
their appointed Ground, and thence retreated, 
firing, to the Camp. 

June the 13th, 6 Squadrons of Cavalry 
with Lances, and 5 Battalions of Infantry, 
each Battalion having a hundred and twenty 
eight Pikes, were accouter'd from Head to 
Foot in ſhining Armour. Upon their Hel- 
mets they had Wings, and on their Lances, 
little Flags of the ſame Colour with their Re- 
gimentals, diſtinguiſhing by that means their 
different Corps. In drawing out of the Camp, 
they form'd one mixt Line, with the Cavalry 
en the Wings. After which they march'd to- 
wards the Pavilion in two Lines, the firſt con- 
fiſting of the Cavalry, the ſecond of the In- 
fantry; and, while they were thus advancing, 
the Panzerners, in the mean Time, entertain'd 
the Company, before the Pavilion, with Tilts 
and Turnaments, and, every now and then, 
breaking their Lances, in full Gallop, againſt 
a particular Kind of Pyramids ſet up for that 
Purpoſe. The two Lines arriving at a pro- 
per Diſtance from the Pavilion, reduc'd them- 
ſelves again into one Line, as before; and al- 
ter having, in that Manner, advanc'd to their 
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appointed Ground, charging, and retreating, 
there form'd three Lines; and, in this Or- 
der, advanc'd again, repeating the former 
Manoeuvre. Which being executed, each Bat- 


talion form'd a Square, after the Manner of the 


following Figure,

and, with the Cavalty on their Wings, perform'd 
ſeveral Exerciſes. After which, the four Bat- 
talions upon the Angles form'd one large 
Square round the Battalion of Grenadiers, which 
was in the Center. Then the Cavalry rang. 
ing themſelves ſo as to cover them, after ſeve- 
ral Marches and Counter-marches, they retreat - 
ed to the Camp, the Infantry keeping a con- 
tinual Fire. 

June the 14th, was a Day of Reſt, and on 
the Evening a Comedy. 

June the 15th, by break of Day, the Re- 
veille was beat, an Hour after the Aſſembly; 
and afterwards Boots and Saddles ſounded : 
And, at laſt, upon ſounding to Horſe! 
the whole Army marching in Columns to the 
Pavilion, firſt form'd before it two Lines, 
with the Cavalry on the Wings, and then four 
Columns, of which, two. march'd on each 


Side of the Pavilion, with the Cavalry _ 
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on their Wings, but as ſoon as they were 
. advanc'd to a proper Diſtance, halted. And, 


on a Signal of Cannon, the Infantry drawing 


cout in half Battalions, form'd the following Fi- 
gure, 


making, with the Corps d- Reſerve, fourteen Bri- 
gades. Upon that the Infantry of the firſt 
Line began firing by two Ranks, which fir'd 
retreating, till the Battalions came o the In- 
tervals of the ſecond Line, when, opening in 
the Center, they wheel'd left and right, and 
march'd in half Diviſions thro' the Intervals. 
of the other Lines, and form'd in the Rear of 
the Army. Each of the other Lines as it 
came to their Turns, retreated, in the ſame 
Manner, and the Cavalry regulated their Re- 
treat accordingly, but without firing; which, 
having been repeated, and continu'd till the 
whole Army came again to the Camp, laſted, 
in all, about ſeven or eight Hours. 

June the 16th was a Day of Reſt, and on 
the Evening a Comedy. 

June the 17th, according to Cuſtom, on 
the Morning, the Drums beat, and Trumpets 


ſounded ; and all the Grenadiers, as —_— 
t 
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the two independent Companies detachitig 
themſelves from the Army, and drawing up 
between the two Lines of the Camp, form'd 
before the Artillery three Battalions, After- 
wards, his Majeſty giving Orders to march, 
the whole Army, at once, drew out in three Lines 
to the Place of Arms, without Notice from 
either Drum or Trumpet; the firſt Line in en- 
tire Front, but the ſecond and Grenadiers 


through the Intervals of the Camp, the Infan- 
try in Diviſions, and the Cavalry in Squadrons. 
The Battalion of Artillery ſtay'd that Day 
by their Ordnance in the Camp. The Che- 
valier Garde and Horſe Grenadiers of the left, 
together with the appointed Squadrons of both 
Wings, as alſo the Regiments of Rutowsky 
and Weimer, (being each divided into three 
Battalions) form'd the Corps de Reſerve, The 
Battalions of Grenadiers rang'd themſelves 
in the Intervals of the ſecond Line; af- 
terwards, the whole Army drew up in Order 
of Battle: and, as it ſtood thus rang'd, up- 
on a Signal from the Camp, made its firſt 
Movement, and form'd three Phalanxes, or 
ſeven Lines, viz. the Infantry one, the Caval- 
ry one a-piece more, and march'd all three 
out of the middle. The middle Battalion Gre- 
nadiers of the ſecond Line, marching out in 
Diviſions through the Intervals of the Regi- 
ments of March and Lowentbal, and poſting 
themſelves in the Front, with their four Di. 
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viſions one behind another, form'd the Head 
of the Phalanx of Infantry; and the two 
middle Battalions of March and Lowenthal 
following in entire Front, form'd the firſt Line. 
The ſecond Squadron of the Garde du Corps 
drawing out plac'd itſelf at the Head of the 
Phalanx of the right Wing, and Bauditz's 
Carbineers at that of the left; upon which, 
the Battalions and Squadrons with entire Front, 
in the ſame Order, as they were drawn up 
in, put themſelves in Motion, and march'd 
directly forward, but ſo, that, at a Di- 
ſtance. they ſeem'd a moving Amphithea- 
tre. As ſoon as the Heads of theſe Phalanx- 
es had reach'd the firſt Line before the Pa- 
vilion, the whole Army halted, and, upon a 
Signal of Cannon, each Phalanx threw itſelf 
into three Triangles : And, all nine being rea- 
dy, upon another Signal, perform'd a ſerpen- 
tine Firing, both up and down the Triangles. 
This being over, follow'd another Signal, 
upon which the Battalions facing to the right, 
wheel'd left and right to their former Ground, 
and, the Squadrons drawing themſelves left 
and right, form'd again their ſeven Lines, 
and made Front. Which being likewiſe over, 
after another Signal, the whole Army form'd 
its firſt Order of Battle in three Lines: And, 
on another Signal, upon which the third Line 
was to be form'd, and the firſt reinforc'd by 


the Corps de Reſerve, for which Purpofe all 
| the 
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the foremention'd Squadrons and Battalions 
belonging to the Corps de Reſerve, had polt- 
ed themſelves ſo, between the two Lines, that 
they ſtood directly over againſt the Intervals 
of the Squfdrons and Battalions of the firſt 
Line, and in the following Manner. 
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Upon this was another Signal, when immedi- 
ately the two firſt Ranks of the firſt, as likewiſe 
the Grenadiers of the reinforcing Line, fix'd 
their Bagonets, and, after a Diſcharge of Can- 
non, fir d. The firſt Line began, and every Bat- 
talion continu'd in half Diviſions, till the 
whole reinforcing Line, (whith from the Be- 
ginning of the firſt Lines firing, had been ad- 
vancing) were drawn into their Intervals ; 
upon. which twelve Companies of Grenadiers 
ſally'd through the Intervals, and fir'd in ad- 
vancing, and then, the firſt Line ceas'd: 
And the Cavalry, at the ſame time, march- 
ing through their reſpective Intervals, attack*d 
Sword in Hand. As they were advanc'd about 
ſixty Paces, the whole reinforcing Line re- 
treated charging thro? their Intervals, clos'd in 
the Openings of the laſt Rank of the firſt Line, 
made front, and unfix'd their Bagonets. Up- 
on a freſh Signal, the laſt Line drew to the 
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firſt and reinforcing Line; the Chevalier Garde 
and Horſe Grenadiers of the right Wing, as 
likewiſe the grand Muſqueteers and Horſe 
Grenadiers of the left Wing, clos'd with the 
laſt Line, and the whole left Wing of all the 
three Lines, Cavalry as well as Infantry, 
wheeling to the right, after a Signal of eight 
Cannon, the right Wing wheel'd to the left, 
as did the whole left Wing of all the three 
Lines, and, in that Manner the whole Army * 
turn'd round upon a Center. After which, 
the whole left Wing making again Front to- 
wards the Pavilion, was another Signal of nine 
Cannon, and then, the three Lines opening, 
form'd an Order of Battle ; and, on a Signal 
of ten Cannon, clos'd again, when the whole 
right Wing, upon an other Signal of eleven 
Cannon, facing o the right, upon ſtill another 
Signal, the whole Army wheel'd again upon a 
Center, and recover'd it's former Ground; 
but ſtill as before, both Squadrons and Batta. 
lions keeping all the while their due Intervals 
and Diſtances. The firſt Line having thus 
recover'd its former Ground, they halted, and 
made front: And, after a Signal of twelve 
Cannon, the laſt Line opening, and the Corps 
de Reſerve replacing itſelf, they form'd their 
firſt Order of Battle: And, on another Sig- 
nal of thirteen Cannon, the whole Army form'd 
itſelf into four Lines; and, upon ſtill another 
Signal of fourteen Cannon, retreated thus, viz. 
the Infantry fixing their Bagonets, the firſt 
Line 
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Line began firing and retreating in half Divi. 
ſions ; but having retir'd as far as the Intervals 
of the ſecond Line, the Diviſions of the right 
and left Wings, during their March, broke off, 
and mov'd towards the Intervals they were 
to paſs thro*, by which Means the two middle 
Diviſions had ſtill time to fire, and give their 
laſt Diſcharge, when turning to the right, the 
one follow'd the other, and, upon their laſt 
Diſcharge, covering their Colours, drew 
themſelves thro? their reſpective Intervals : And 
all four Diviſions marching afterwards thro? 
the third and fourth Line, and placing them- 
ſelves behind, again form'd their Battalions and 

made front: The Cavalry of both Wings re- 
- tiring, at the ſame time, but without firing, 
plac'd themſelves always behind the fourth Line, 
there form'd their Squadrons again, made 
Front, and clos'd with the Infantry, And in 
this ſame Manner retir'd all the reſt of the 
Lines, till they came to the Camp, before 
which each Regiment marching up to its re- 
ſpective Ground, and there forming their Squa- 
drons and Battalions; upon another, or, the 
laſt Signal of all, fac'd about to the right 
and drew directly into their Tents, 

June the 18th, was divine Service, and, on 
the Evening, a Ball, 

June the 19th, the independent Companies 
march'd on the Morning betimes, in order to 
take Poſſeſſion of the Paſs at Streuben. The ordi- 


nary Notices having been beat andſounded, every 
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Regiment rang'd itſelf before the Place of 
Arms, and, upon Orders to march, the whole 
Army, without Warning from either Drum or 
Trumpet, drew out, (as the Day before) in two 
Lines, and form'd a mixt Order of Battle ; 
but ſo, that, between every two Battalions, were 
always three Squadrons, and at their uſual 
Diſtances. The two Battalions of Count 
Rutowsky's Regiment detach'd twelve Plattoons, 
which plac'd themſelves rogether in the Mid- 
dle, between the two Lines, and form'd a 
third Battalion, each being three Men deep ; 
as did likewiſe the two Battalions of the 
Regiment of Weimer. The twenty-four Pieces 
of Cannon belonging to the Regiments were 
drawn out, and always two planted in the In- 
tervals between the Battalions of both the firſt 
and ſecond Line. The Generaliſſimo plac'd 
himſelf at the Head of the ſecond Line, the 
other Generals, &c. before their reſpective 
Lines, Wings, and Brigades; and, immedi- 
ately after, had a Signal to march off with the 
two Lines, in two Columns, from the right 
Wing. Upon which, the Chevalier Garde, 
who plac'd themſelves at the Head of the firſt 
Column, broke off; and march'd with the 
Squadrons and Battalions in their mixt Order, 
the Cavalry in Squadrons, and the Infantry in 
Diviſions along the Front of the firſt Line, as far 
as the Middle, to a certain mark'd out Diſtance: 
The Generaliſſimo was at the Head of both 
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Columns: Count Lagnaſco, and Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Milkau, commanded the firſt, and Ge- 
neral Bauditx clos'd the left Wing. The ſe- 
cond Column conſiſted of the whole ſecond 
Line, and Goldacker's Dragoons, having plac'd 
themſelves at the Head of it, and march'd 
off in the ſame Manner as the Chevalier Garde; 
at a proper Diſtance, turn'd to the right, and 
being as far advanc'd as the Chevalier Garde, 
both Columns upon their reſpective Lines 
march'd towards the Pavilion with their Squa- 
drons, Battalions, and Artillery in the ſame Or- 
der, as they werggat firſt drawn up in. Lieutenant 
General Pentzig march'd before the ſecond 
Column, General Zichley clos'd the left 
Wing, and the other Generals, as in the firſt 
Column, before their Lines, Wings, and Bri- 
gades, The third Battalion of Count Ru- 
towsky, which was poſted in the middle be- 
tween the two Lines, march'd now between the 
two Columns, at an equal Diſtance with the 
other two in the Van of the Columns; and, 
in the ſame Manner, the third of Veimer's, 
with Reſpect to thoſe other two in the 
Rear. The Heads of both Columns having 
thus reach'd their limitted Diſtances, keeping 
the Pavilion in the middle, halted ; and on a 
Signal of Cannon, both Lines, at once, in 
Squadrons and Diviſions turning to the left, 
form'd their mixt Order of Battle with their 


Generals and commanding Officers in their 
2 re ſpec- 
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reſpective Poſts, After that was another Sig- 
nal, and then the Chain-Firing, perform'd thus. 
Firſt of all the Cannon of each Line were 
diſcharg'd both up and down: Afterwards 
the Cavalry return'd their Swords, and fir'd 
their Piſtols (every three Squadrons at once) 
down the Wing of the firſt Line to the 
left Wing of the ſame Line, and from the left 
Wing of* the ſecond Line up to the right 
Wing of the ſame. After them the Infantry 
fir'd in the ſame Manner, by Regiments, as 
they ſtood together. Which being over, up- 
on another Signal all the Battalions of the 
firſt Line turn'd to the right, the Regiments 
of Infantry advanc'd, with thoſe oppolite to 
them in the ſecond Line, towards each other, 
then broke in the middle, and form'd afterwards 
ſeveral entire Squares of four Battalions 
each, with their Ordnance in their proper Pla- 
ces, and the Grenadiers at the Angles : The Ca- 
valry inthe mean Time ſtaying upon their Lines, 
Ar laſt, every one of the Squares, at all the 
four Faces, made Front, and, on another Sig- 
nal, in the ſame Manner, began a Hedge- 
Fire, which being thrice repeated, and every 
Regiment's Cannon diſcharg'd all the while, 
and Grenado's thrown inceſſantly, it's impoſſible 
to expreſs how beautiful, and at the ſame 
Time aſtoniſhing this wide extended Fire was. 
Afterwards was another Signal, upon which all 
the Squares open'd, each Battalion march'd to 


Its 
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its Place by the Horſe, the Cannon drew im a- 
gain between their Battalions, and the Generals 
ranging themſelves, form'd their firſt Order of 
Battle; and, on another Signal, both Cavalry 
and Infantry turning right and left, and all the 
Squadrons and Battalions marching fo cloſe to- 
gether as to leave no Intervals, after the Che- 
valier Garde, and Horſe Grenadiers of the right 
Wing, together with the grand Muſketeers and 
Horſe Grenadiers of the left, had march'd from 
their Wings, between the two Lines, to the 
Lines before the Pavilion, the two Lines com- 
pos'd a large mixt Square of both Horſe and 
Infantry; and, on another Signal, firſt, all the 
Cannon were diſcharg'd quite round the Square 
next, the Cavalry returning their Swords, drew 
their Piſtols, and, as ſoon as the Infantry was 
ready, this whole mixt Square perform'd a 
running Fire; which being likewiſe over, all 
the Generals of the Cavalry drew forwards out 
of the Square, with their reſpectiye Regiments 3 
thoſe of the ſecond Line, and thoſe already 
mentioned, in the Middle, following, form'd 
with them, at ſome Diſtance, three Lines. The 
Infantry in the mean while turn'd right and 
left, drew together, fill'd up the Vacancies of 
the Cavalry, and form'd a large oblong Square. 
The Grenadiers of each Battalion retired into 
it, and made Room enough between every 
two Battalions for turning a Cannon, which 
they poſted themſelyes behind, in Order to co- 
F ver, 
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ver. The Generals having rang'd themſelves, 
all the four Sides of the Square made front, and 
the two firſt Ranks fixt their Bagonets; upon 
a Signal of Cannon, the three Lines of Cavalry 
advanced to attack the Square; but ſcarce were 
they come within due Diſtance, till one of the 
Faces began cannonading againſt them with all 
poſſible Vigour : The Cavalry, notwithſtanding, 
gallop'd on, upon which, the Ordnance being 
drawn into the Square, the Infantry fir'd moſt 
powerfully, yet ſtill the Cavalry preſs'd for- 
wards; but the Grenadiers at laſt ſally ing 
through the Intervals put them, at laſt, to 
flight with their Grenado's. Tho? no ſooner 
had they turn'd their Backs, than (the Artillery 
being again brought to the Front) they were 
fir'd after by both great and ſmall Guns, till they 
were quite out of Reach. After this, the ſecond 
Line of the Cavalry attack*d the Square, but 
was receiv'd and repuls'd in the ſame Manner 
as the firſt: And the third trying likewiſe what 
it could do, and meeting with no better Suc- 
ceſs, the two firſt Lines in the mean time at- 
tempted breaking in upon the right Wing; 
but beirg inceſſantly fir'd and cannohaded up- 
on and their Horſes drove back in Confuſion 
by the Grenado's, they rally'd again, intending 
to attack the Square on both Flanks at once, 
for which Purpoſe they divided themſelves 
into two Parts, the one marching towards the 
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left Flank, the other Wheeling towards the right. 
As the Square was aware of this, the attack'd 
Line turn'd about to the right, the whole Square 
march'd forward, and form'd, on one Side 
of the Pavilion, no her Square, but ſo, that 
the two long Lines of this ſtood, as the 
Flanks of the other did before, which the Cavalry 
perceiving at a Diſtance, - they drew themſelves 
to the left and right about, and attack'd the 
Square on both Lines, but were repuls'd as 
before. Upon which they fell upon the An- 
gles; and, after two vain Attempts, were 
drove quite back by the Grenado's. While 
the Cavalry were thus at ſome Diſtance in the 
Field, that Flank of the Square towards the 
Wood, (or Cavalry) facing to the right, 
march'd with entire Front into the Square: 
Upon that the two Battalions of both Lines, 
next to the Flank, facing likewiſe to the right, 
wheel'd alſo into the Square, and form'd a- 
gain the Flank, but march'd immediately af- 
ter the firſt, all the Battalions of both Lines, 
as it came to their Turns, following in the 
ſeme Manner. The two firſt Battalions hav- 
ing reach'd the oppoſite Flank, that open'd to 
the left and right, and drew up with the Lines, 
the two firſt Battalions covering again the 
Flank in their Room. And thus, natwith- 
ſtanding the many and various Attacks of the 
Enemy, the Square continu'd its Retreat, as 
Occaſion requir'd, the Artillery cannonading, 
F 2 the 
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the Infantry ficing, and (on the Artillery be- 
ing drawn in) the Grenadiers ſally ing thro' 
the Intervals, and throwing whole Showers of 
Grenado's, till the Cavalry, finding it impreg- 
nable, and knowing the Infantry had not only 
ſecur'd their own, by the independent Compa- 
nies, but likewiſe, by the Janizaries, and ſeve- 
ral Squadrons of Dragoons, cut off all Paſſage 
from their. Enemy, withdrew to the Camp. 

June the 20th was a Day of Repoſe, and, 
on the Evening Muſick, Dancing, and other 
Diverſions. 

June the 211k, the Trenches were attack'd. 
Theſe Tronches were 2492 Paces long, about 
three Miles from the Camp, and cover'd by 
thirty - ſix Pieces of Cannon, on the Banks of 
the other Side of the Water, near Riſſa. Two 
Days before, the Boat-Bridge, being removed 
from Moritz, was put a- croſs the River, be- 
low in the Entrenchment; and, on the one 
Side, decked with oaken Boughs. Above was 
the Tun-Bridge, till higher the Raft-Bridge, 


and the Log-Bridge, not being wer that Day, 
was drawn a-ſhoar, By the Raft-Bridge lay 


ſix Frigates, nine Brigantines, and a vaſt ma- 
ny Sloops, with all Sorts of naval Proviſion, 
and in Alliance with the Entrenchment. In 
this little Fleet were 550 Sailors, clad after 
the Holland Faſhion, fourteen of them, for ex- 
traordinary Occaſions, in cloſe Jackets of yel- 
low Taffety and blue Saſhes ; Sky-colour'd 

Trou- 
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Trouzers, trimm'd with white Lace, Silk 
Stockings of the ſame Colour with their Trou- 
zers, and yellow Caps with blue Brims. All 
the other had white Linnen Jackets, and Trou- 
zers lac'd with Red, red Saſhes, and black 
high - crown'd Hats. Below, towards the 
Boat-Bridge, on the ſame Side of the River 
with the Camp, was a ſmall Wood, where 
the Cavalry of Intrenchment lay, before 
which were planted 20 Cannon, and, at a little 
Diſtance, where rhe Trenches began, was an 
advanced Work, and a Redoubt. His Poliſh 
Majeſty having examin'd theſe by ſeven on 
the Morning, and there made all proper Diſ- 
poſitions, went directly on the other Side of 
the Water, where, in the mean Time, had been 
pitch'd nine coſtly Tents, over-againſt the Re- 
doubt, commanding with the foremention'd 
thirty-ſix Pieces of Artillery, rang'd on 
each Side, great Part of the Intrenchment. 
Soon after his Poliþ Majeſty came the King 
of Pruſſia. About eleven, the Infantry of the 
Intrenchment marching over the Boat-Bridge 
took it away after them, and placing that 
Side cover'd with oaken Boughs, towards the 
Shoar, it ſeem'd no more a Bridge, but regular 
Plantation. Every one of the Infantry carry- 
ing, beſides their Muskets, Pikes with little 
Flags of the ſame Colour with their Regimen- 


tals, lay in ambuſh for ſome time behind the 
Village Krobe. Upon which, all being till 


and 
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and quiet, their Majeſties made a ſhort Din- 
ner. Towards two in the Afternoon, ſeveral 
of the Enemies flying Parties, beginning to 
recounoitre, wou'd have croſs'd the River at 
the Raft- Bridge, but the whole Fleet, and 
Tranſports in the Sloops, upon a Signal of 
three Cannon from the Tents, Ves their 
two Majeſties were, firing againſt them with 
all poſſible Might and Vigour, for upwards 
of half an Hour together, they retir'd and 
drew towards the Tun- Bridge. Upon which, 
the Ships not only play'd their Cannon inceſ- 
ſantly after them, but, likewiſe, as well to 
gain themſelves a Paſſage, as to hinder the 
Enemies marching over, ſet ſeveral Machines 
ſwimming down the River to blow up the 
Bridge. Theſe Machines, above Water, had 
only a ſquare Board, but a Barre] of Gun- 
powder hanging below; and, on the Board, a 
Stick about two Spans high, which, upon the 
leaſt Touch, let off a Spring, or Trigger, in 
the Barrel, and ſo ſet Fire to the Powder: And, 
accordingly, the firſt ſucceeding beneath the 
Tun-Bridge, blew it up. The Horſe, or fly- 
ing Parties coming, that very Inſtant, diſ- 
mounted, and there waited to renew the En- 
gagement. But the Ships, regardleſs of all 
Oppoſition and the continual firing of the Ene. 
my, ſoon made their Way victorious thro? the 
Bridge they had juſt laid open. In the mean 


while, the Infantry by robe returning to 
the 
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the Boat-Bridge, after three Battalions were 
upon it, 'twas again put croſs the River, and, 
as theſe went off, the reſt march'd over. The 
Ships above continu'd ſtill in warm Engage- 
ment with tke Enemy: And a Head ot thoſe 
that ſail'd to the Intrenchments came a ſmall 
Veſſel, with an Officer of the Artillery on 
Board, giving Orders and Inſtructions thro' 
a ſpeaking Trumpet to the reſt who follow'd. 
The Ulans at the ſame time poſted themſelves 
before the Redoubt, the Infantry, with all 
their Cannon, mounted the Trenches, and the 
Cavalry from the Wood having plac'd them- 
ſelves behind the whole. a Party of Foot jump'd 
over the Ditches, and began throwing up a 
Square, by the Water-fide ; but, on the Arri- 
val of the Sloops, were reliev'd by the Fani- 
zariesz and the Janizarie:, upon the landing 
of other freſh Tranſports, being in the ſame 
Manner cover'd, and reliev'd by the indepen- 
dent Companies, who wrought again in their 
Place, poſted themſelves at the Redoubt. 
The Ships above continu'd ſtill firing; and 
ſtill more came falling down the River. Du- 
ring which, two Parties of the Enemy's Horſe, 
the one towards the Water, the other a little 
farther landward, poſted themſelves over- 
againſt the Trenches. The Ulans attacking 
the fiiſt gave them all Manner of Diverſion, 
but, being repuls'd, came galloping back, 
and, in a Body, according to their Cuſtom, 

making

making a moſt hideous Howling, flew again 
like Furies at the Enemy : The Enemy re- 
ceived them ſtill with Piſtols, and the others 
having nothing that Day, but Spears and Sa- 
bres, could only flying about, upon their 
wild Tartarian Horſes, with their own Noiſe 
and Diſtraction, put the Enemy in Diſor- 
der. This che other Party perceiving, came 
directly up, and every now and then fir'd- 
The Ulans, however, ſcampering and play- 
ing a thouſand Tricks, rode quite through 
them, about half Way to the Trenches, where 
they again rally'd; but, finding the Enemy 
then got a Troop of Ulans to their Aſſiſtance, 
thought proper to decline any farther Combat 
with them, and ſo withdiew to their former 
Poſt, by which Time began to appear the Ene. 
my's whole Force advancing, Upon this, 
the Sailors ſwarming up and down their Maſts 
and Ropes, and the Infantry in the Trenches lay- 
ing their Pikes upon the Parapets, and making 
ready with their Fire-Arms; — as ſoon as they 
came within Reach, the Cannon of the Redoubt, 
Intrenchment, and whole Fleet, together with 
the 36 Pieces on the Banks of the other ſide of 
the River, being at once diſcharg*d upon them, 
and continued with ſo much Fury and Rapidi- 
ty, for more than half an Hour without ceaſing, 
there was no bearing their Noiſe, nor ſeeing 
either Army, Heaven, or Earth for Smoak, not- 
withſtanding which the Enemy {till perſiſted in 
a their 
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their Attacks, till, Night interpoſing, cblig'd 
them to retreat. 

June the 22d was properly a Day of Reſt, 
tho* the Life Grenadier Guard was exerc's'd 
before his Pruſſian Majeſty : And on the Eve- 
ning arriv'd the Margrave of Arn/pach. 

June the 23d, after the uſual Warnings, the 
whole Army drew out in two Lines before the 
Front of the Camp. The Fanizaries and in- 
dependent Companies marching, at the ſame 


time, from the head Quarters, the latter rang'd 
themſelves in the Middle of the firſt Line, and 
the former in the Middle of the ſecond. Up- | 
on which, every Battalion dividing itſelf into 
two Battalions, and each Squadron itſelf into 
rwo Troops, thoſe of the firſt Line drew for- 
wards, and form'd two Lines, or the firſt Ar- 
my, commanded by the Feld-Marſhal Vacker- 
bart; as the other, in the ſame Manner, com- 
pos'd of the ſecond Line, was by the Duke of 
Weiſſenfels. Each Army had twelve Pieces of 
Cannon, which, together with their Ammuni- 
tion Waggons were drawn on the Sides of the 
Battalions. As ſoon as the two Armies were 
quite form'd, and a Signal had been given, 
that of Count Wackerbarth's wheel'd to the 
right, the Duke of Veiſſenfels to the left, and, 
each in two Columes, from the right and left 
Wing of the Camp, march'd towards the Pa- 
vilion. Before which, the Ulans, in the mean 
time, birmiſhing amongſt each other, and as 
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occaſion requir'd, ſhooting Arrows, and Piſtols 
over their Shoulders, (what with themſelves, 
Horſes, and Accoutrements, every here and 
there promiſcuous.on the Ground) afforded 
much Diverſion, The Head of each Army 
having reach'd its limited Diſtance, both halted ; 
and, on a Signal of twelve Pieces of Mortar 
from before the Pavilion, the firſt wheeling 
to the right, in half Diviſions, form'd again its 
firſt Order of Battle, in two Lines: And then, 
both Armies making Front to each other, 
after an other Signal, advanc'd, till they were 
within three or four hundred Paces of one an- 
other, when (the Laus with drawing) both Ar- 
mies halted again; and, on a freſh Signal, ad. 
vanc'd, cannonading inceſſantly, till they were 
not above 150 Paces aſunder. Upon which, 
the Infantry began firing in half Diviſions, the 
Cavalry attack'd Sword in Hand, and the Ar- 
tillery was not idle. This Combat having 
laſted ſome Time, the Count's Army began ta 
retreat, bur ſtill charg*d bravely, as did the 
others in advancing. Soon afterwards the re- 
treating Army halting, again maiatain'd its 
Ground moſt valiantly for ſome Time, but was, 
at laſt, oblig'd to retreat with both Lines; du- 
ring which, in the Middle of all the Firing, the 


firſt Line drew thro? the Intervals of the ſe- 


cond, which it plac'd itſelf behind, and the ſe- 
cond fir'd ſo briskly, that the Duke's Army 
was repuls'd, and began to charge 1n retreat- 
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iog; upon which, his firſt Line drawing alſo 
thro' the Intervals of the ſccond, the two laſt 
Lines of both Armies encounter'd. The 
Dike's however conti inu'd their Retreat, and 
the Count's purſu'd them for near an Hour, 
and as far as the Gorſeh, where the Duke's 
again halting, renew'd the Engagement. But 
was fo preſs'd by the Enemy, that his, firſt 
Line drew again thro' the ſecond; and tho? 
the ſecond upon that ſtood a_ long and ſmart 
Conflict, yet both Lines were drove back. 
After which, and ſeveral other Attacks and 
Repulſes, on both Sides, each Army diſputing 
obſtinately for Conqueſt, th: Duke's being at 
laſt forc'd to the long Battleinent of Timber 
(already mention'd) plac'd themſelves behind 
thoſe Stacks of Wood, with their Grenadiers 
in the Intervals, and there fir'd, till his Grace 8 
whole Army retir'd quite into the F oreſt: Up- 
on which the Enemy's drew back to the Camp. 

Having already given an Account of the moſt 
conſiderable Perſons of the King of Pruſſia's 
Retinue, it may not be amiſs to mention thoſe 
of his Poliſh Majeſty's, viz. His Royal High- 
neſs the Prince of Poland, the Duke of IWey- 
mar, the Duke of Veiſſenſeln, the Duke of 
Spremberg, three Princes of Gotha, the Duke of 
Meynungen, the Duke of Mecklenherg, a Prince 
of Hol ſtein, the Duke of Mirtenberg, the Prince 


of Furſtenberg, three Princes of Sonderfhauſen, 


five Princes Labomerskys, two Princes Radzi- 
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vils, Prince. Czardorinsty, Prince Sanguſco, 
Prince W:iſnowiesky, Prince Philomarini, and 
Prince Siz:niano , ſo that, with both Rerinues, 
b-ſides the two Kings, the Margrave of 
Anſpach, a great many Princeſſes and other 
Illutrious Perſons, there were in all forty 
Princes ar this Aﬀſembly., 
June the 24th was the Day of the Fire- 
Works, conſiſting not only of Gunpowder, and 
other combuſtible Ingredicnts, bur likewiſe of 
a double [llumination, by Lind and Water. 
That by Land being ſhewn from a huge Ma- 
chine, or Carcaſs of a moſt prodigious. Fa- 
brick, in which were us'd eighteen thouſand 
deal Boards, a hundred and eight thouſand 
Foot of Timber, and, in building it, no leſs 
than two hundred Carpenters employ'd for 
above half a Year together. Ir ſtood by the 
Water-ſide, was a hundred and two Foot 
high, and four hundred eighty eight broad, 
cover'd and adorn'd with fix thouſand Ells 
of fine Linnen, painted by fix Halians 
ſent from Ttaly on purpoſe. This painted 
Linnen was tranſparent, - and, in general, re- 
preſented a moſt magnificent Temple of Peace. 
On the outſide, it ſeem'd Egyptian Marble, 
with Pilaſters, Columns, and other Decorations 
finiſh'd after the higheſt Manner, and, in pro- 
per Places, enrich'd with Lapis Lazuli. In the 
Middle was a Rotundo, at the Entrance of 
which appear'd the * of Mars, embracing 
that 
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that of Peace. On every Corner ſtood x 
Palm- tree, underneath were Inſtruments of 
War, and on each Side of the Trees lay 
Fame. In ſcveral other Parts were again In- 
ſtruments of War, and over Mars and Peace, 
in a Table of Bronze, above (which was a Tro- 
pby, conliſting of Harps, Cornu-Copia's and 
Branches of Palm and Olive \ interwoven) the 
Words, Sic fulta manebit, alluding not only 
to the whole Structure, reſting upon a vaſt 
many Pillars, but to the two Figures likewiſe, 
with this allegorical Meaning, — That a 
good ſtanding Army is the belt Method of ſe- 
curing 2 firm and laſting Pe cc. The per- 
ſpective Parts were ſo exttemely natural, there 
appear'd to be real Galleries, and, behind them, 
other croſs Paſſages, with Doors and Entrances 
into various grand Apartments: As on the 
Corners, no one but would have concluded 
there were certainly Chambers, ſome times 
with red, ſome times green Window-Cur- 
tains, thro* which ſcem'd, every here and 
there, a glimmering Light. In ſhort, the 
| niceſt Virtuoſo muſt have own'd the whole in- 
comparable, Upon the Ground, before this 
Temple, ſtood again in Letters above Man 
high, Sic fulta manebit ; between which and 
the Water lay vaſt Quantities of wild Fire, 
running Fire, &c. and, on each Side of them, 
twelve fire Wheels. Behind the whole, upon 
the Banks of the River, were ſixty Cannon and 

fourty 
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fourty-cight Peices of Mortar; forty-two 
Cheſts, and as many. Croſſes with Rockets, 
Fire-Balls, Fr. and, a little higher up the 
River, the Sloops, with the Water-Fire-Works: 
Above them again a great Whale with four 
Dolphins, and, ſtill higher, the whole Fleet. 
About nine on the Evening the Company be- 
Ing ſeated in a ſpacious Amphitheatre, built, 
by his Poliſh Majeſty's expreſs Orders, with 
Boxes and Conveniences for all Sorts and Con- 
ditions of People, upon the Banks of the ſame 
Side of the River with the Camp, directly 
over againſt the Fire. Works, and under the 
Caſtle of Promnitz, in which their two Ma- 
jeſties had plac'd themſelves ; upon a tripple run- 
ning Fire throughout the whole Army; the 
Illumination, conſiſting of between thirty and 
forty thouſand Lamps, Sc. being lighted im- 
mediately, in one great Blaze, ſhone forth 
this marvelous Temple, accompany'd, from 
that Moment, by Trumpets, Drums, and moſt 
prodigious Peals of Cannon; till, on a ſud- 
den, was a ſolemn Pauſe, when the Spectators, 
admiring the Beauty of the Temple, were 
again ſurpriz'd with another grand Salute of 
Trumpets, Drums, and all tbe ſixty Cannon. 
After which the Rockets mounting from be- 
'hind in thouſands, and the Words, Sic fulla 
manebit, together with the four and twenty 
Wheels, being illuminated, and having burnt, 
for ſome Time, in a beautiful Kind of white 
Fire, 
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Fire, upon another Diſcharge © of Cannon, 
ſprung whole Mines of Fire-Works, before 
the Temple, in low, but beautiful Eruptions 3 
behind, in a moſt terrible Exploſion of Rock- 
ets, Stars, Meteors, and an infinite Number 
of ' ſuch like Compoſitions: Which being thrice 
repeated, and the great Guns fir'd all the 
while, came next the Water - Pieces, covering, 
tor upwards of an Hour, and a conſiderable 
Way together, the whole River, with Showers 
of burning Hail, glowing Balls, and various 
colour'd Fire. After theſe proceeded the 
Illumination by Water. When the whole 
Fleet, with their Hulks and Decks, Maſts 
and Yards, illuminated with Thouſands of 
Glaſs - Lamps, in that refulgent Manner, 
more like Conſtellations than Ships, with the 
Muſick of the whole Army on Board, paſs'd 
by their Majeſties and Company, one by one, 
to the Number of about 40, (though firſt of all 
the large Whale and four Dolphins, all vomit- 
ing Fire) each Ship diſcharging its Cannon, 
and every Band of Muſick playing the March 
of its reſpective Regiment, till, on the Arrival 
of the laſt, they were all order'd to be ſilent. Up- 
on which, the Bucentaurus, laying itſelf along 
fide the Amphitheatre, the Eunuchs and Italian 
ſinging Women, brought from Venice on that 
Occaſion, together with the Muſick of his Ma- 
jeſty's whole Chappel, on Board the ſame beau- 
tiful Veſſel, all over carved Work, and richly 
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gilt, performed an Eglage al Campo de Radewitz, 
celebrating in proper Songs the whole Cam- 
paign. This being over, the illuminated Temple 
having all the while continued in its full Beauty 
and Luſtre; and the Ships, only then, upon 
the Approach of Day, beginning to ſhed a 
fainter Light, the whole Company, entertain'd 
with this inexpreſſible Magnificence from nine 
in the Evening, till two on the Morning, re- 
tir'd in the very utmoſt Admiration and De- 
Hen. os 8 
June the 25th, the Army kept Jubilee, upon 
the Occaſion of the Augsburg Confeſſion, which. 
being obſerved every Hundred Years, and 
happening juſt at that Time, was celebrated, 
not only religiouſly, but pompouſly, by all the 
Lutherans, for three Days together. Upon 
this Day likewiſe moſt ot the Pruſſian Officers, 
preſented by the King their Maſter to his Polifþ 
Majeſty, took leave, and return'd to their 
_—_— Fri fyes 

June the 26th, the whole Army din'd in two 
Lines before the Front of the Camp, on which 
Occaſion his Poliſo Majeſty had preſented them 
with fourſcore Oxen, beſides Veniſon, and a- 
bundance of other Proviſion. Every Regiment, 
digging a Square in the Ground, and placing 
the Mould they threw up in the middle, made 
for their Officers, at once, both Seats and Ta- 
bles; but which, however, were cover'd af- 
tetwards: with-Deal ones, prepared on Pupoſe 
iy Before 


Poo” 
Before each Table ſtood two Poſts, with a 
Beam a-croſs, upon, which hung an Ox's Hide, 
with its Head ſtuff*d, and, on the Poſts, the 
four Quarters roaſted ; as likewiſe every Re- 
giment's Bread and Liquor laid regularly one 
upon another; each common Man being al- 
iow'd three Quarts of Beer, and two of Wine, 
About 11 a Clock on the Morning the whole 
Army, upon a Signal, drew out from the 
Camp, but without Arms ; and, upon another 
Signal, in the ſame Order they were encamp'd 
in, ſat down to Dinner, the Officers at their 
Tables, and common Men upon the Ground. 
As. they were thus at Dinner their two Ma- 
jeſties riding up one Line and down another, 
the Drums beat, Muſick play'd, Healths were 
drank, and Hats thrown up in the Air, with 
this Exclamation, Long live the King of Pra- 
ſia! During which the great Cake was brought 
to the head Quarters, and put beneath a large 
Tent, where the Cadets kept Guard, The 
Waggon, in which it was carry'd, was about 
ten German Ells broad, and drawn by eight 
Horſes. The Cake itſelf fourteen Ells long, 
ſix broad, and half a one thick ; - eighteen 
Buſhels of Flower, 4920 Eggs, three Barrels 
of Milk, one of Yeſt, and another of Butter, 
being us'd in making it. On the Sides, and 
at each End, it was garniſh'd with Cracknels, 
Buns, and Biskets : Both Oven and other Con- 


veniencies having been contriv'd at a vaſt 
. H Ex- 
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Expence. . Upon the Return of their Majeſties 
it waz cut by a Carpenter,- who, firſt of all 
with a Knife, about three Ells long, making a 
great Hole, got into it, and, there entrench'd 
carv'd and diſtributed according to Orders; 
the Nobility and Gentry taſting firſt, On 
the Flank towards the head Quarters were 
pitch'd that Day a conſiderable Number of 
half Tents, which, being all joyn'd cloſe to- 
gether, made one long Tent, where, their 
two Majeſties and Company dining, were ſerv'd 
entirely in the very fineſt Sorts of China, 
(amongſt which that of his Poliſb Majeſty's own 
Manufactury was not the leaſt beautiful) and, 
entertain'd at the ſame Time with a View of 
the whole Army, likewiſe at Dinner. The 
Fanizaries being poſted in two long Lines, 
down to tne Camp, not only kept the Proſpect 
clear, but added greatly to its Beauty. As Din- 
ner was over the Feld-Marſhal preſented a 
Letter to the King of Pruſſia, in the Name of 
the whole Army, thanking his Majeſty for 
having had the Patience to attend their Ex- 
erciſes, and, at the ſame Time, moſt humbly 
praying, he wou'd vouchſafe to permit them to 
decamp; which his Majeſty conſenting to, 
the Feld-Marſhal, and reſt of the Generals 
withdrew, and went directly to his Excellen- 
cy's own Camp, where the Officers of the 
whole Army were already drawn up in Bat- 
talia; thoſe of the Infantry in twelve Plat- 
toons, 
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toons, four deep in the Middle; and thoſe of 
the Cavalry in nine Plattoons, three deep on 
the Wings. The Captains form'd the firſl 
Rank, the Lieutenants the ſecond, the Sub- 
lieutenants the third, and the Enſigns the 
fourth. The Majors rang'd themfelves, as 
Corporals, at the Wings of their Plattoons, the 
Lieutenant-Colonels, as Serjeants behind; the 
Generals before the whole, according to their 
Seniority; and, in this Order, as they were 
encamp'd, with the Feld-Marſhal at the Head 
of them, march'd up between the Janixzaries 
to the head Quarters; thoſe of the Infantry 
with Pikes, (the Grenadiers having Fire- locks 
over their left Arms) the Cavalry Sword in 
Hand; and all regularly preceded by their 
own Drums and Muſick, who afterwards rang'd 
themſelves between the Fanixaries. This Bo- 
dy upon its Arrival at the Head Quarters, 
having form'd two Lines and ſaluted their 
Majeſties, march'd off again, as it came, in 
Plattoons; each Plattoon, conſiſting of the 
Officers of one entire Regiment, in advancing, 
ſa luted their Majeſties; then facing towards 
them, their commanding Officer went up to 
the King of Pruſſia, and recommended himſelf 
and Regiment to his Majeſty. The Monarch, 
in a moſt gracious Manner, aſſur'd them of 
his royal Favour and Protection, and, in Con- 
formation of it always drank their Healths; 
upon which each Plattoon of Officers drinking 
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his Majeſty's, threw the Glaſſes over their 
Heads, fac'd to the left, and march'd off. 
The Cannon firing, Drums beating, and Mu- 
ſick of the whole Army playing at every 
Health, How glorious ſo many Trumpets, 
and Kettle-Drums, Freucb Horns and other 
muſical Inſtruments, together with the inter- 
mingl'd Noiſe of fo much Cannon, in the ſame 
Place, muſt have been, is not eaſily conceiv'd. 
In this Manner the Officers of each Regiment, 
by Turns, having taken leave of his Pruſſian 
Majeſty, as. they were marching back again, 
the Artillery concluded with three grand Sa- 
Jutes, each from ſixty Cannon at a Times 
The Remander of the Victuals, Wine and 
great Cake having by his Poliþ Majeſty's 
Orders been left to the Drums, Muſick, and 
Fanizaries, the Guard of Cadets withdrew, 
and the others reliev'd them with Plea- 
ſure. 

June the 27th, the Squadron of Ships ap- 
pointed to convoy their Majeſties and Com- 
pany to. the Place of the Hunt lying ready 
by the Tun-Bridge, about nine on the Morn- 
ing, their Majeſties embark'd on Board of a 
Sloop, equipt with Sailors in yellow and Sky- 
colour'd Taffety, and two Venetian Gondoleers. 
Before went three ſmall Boats with Muſick, 
behind came three Sloops with Perſons of the 
firſt Diſtinction; and after them four 
other Sloops, with his Poliſh, Majeſty's Kitchen, 
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Cellar, Confectionary, &c. the Eagle, the A- 
corn, the Sun, the Star, the Crown, the Roſe, 
the Pearl, the Angel, the Flemming, and ſeve- 
ral others, following promiſcuouſly. Upon 
their Majeſties ſetting fail the Cannon of all 
the Squadron were fir'd three Times round. 
Towards the Evening, their Majeſties landing 
near Lichienburg found the Shoar quite cover'd 
with Country Damſels, dreſt in the neateſt 
Manner they could, with only Garlands on 
their Heads. They receiv'd their Majeſties 
with Songs and ſtrowing of Flowers, which 
innocent Tokens of Joy were extremely en- 
tertaining to all the Company, and moſt gra- 
ciouſly accepted by the two Kings. Upon 
their Arrival, the Cannon were again thrice 
diſcharged, and their two Majeſties proceeded 
to the Caſtle of Lichtenburg, where both they 
and the Chiefs of their Retinue lay that Night, 


the reſt of the Company being quarter'd about

June the 28th was the Hunting, or laſt Day's 
Diverſion, of which the regular Diſpoſitioa 
was no leſs beautiful, than grand and coſtly. 
The Place of that Entertainment lay in the 
middle of a Wood, about a German Mile 
from Lichtenburg, According to Cuſtom *twas 
enclos'd with a Linnen Fence, and made a 
Sort of Paddock, with Diviſions, of which 
the largeſt was oval, and that towards the 
Vild- Chamber, or Place where the Game was 
kept, 
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kept, ſquare; between which and the Oval, 
run a croſs the whole Paddock a green Rail. 
In the middle of the Square ſtood a lofty 

green Pavilion, with a wainſcotted Gallery, 
quite round the Botrom. This Pavilion had 
two Entrances, and, at thoſe of the Gallery, 
two Steps leading to a grand Saloon, where 
their two Majeſties were to dine. At the Entrance 
towards the Wild-Chamber, hung a filver Hunt- 
ing-Horn, and a prodigious rich Hanger, with a 
vaſt many Muſkets, Javelins, &c. and, in the 
middle of the oval, were two green Tents, hung 
round with Lances, where other Company din'd. 
At the Entrance into the Paddock was erected a 
large Building with two Stori:s, and a Gate- 
Way underneath : It's Pillars, Corniſhes, Win- 
dow Frames, and other Decorations being all 
richly gilt, had a moſt beautiful Effect, glit- 
tering between the green Boughs, with which 
the whole Fabrick was clad, both within and 
without. On each Side, and, after the ſame 
Manner, only without Gate-Ways, were two 
more, where many of the Nobility firſt ſaw 
the Diverſion, and afterwards din'd. Cloſe to 
the Linnen-Fence, on the Inſide, were two 
pyramidical Tents, under which till more 
Company din'd; as alſo fix others environ'd 
with Branches of Pihe-Trees, where the Un- 
der-Forefters kept the Dogs, Their Ma- 


Jeſties, upon their arrival at the Paddock, 


were received by all the Muſick of the 
Chaſe. 
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Chaſe. At the grand Entrance, cr Gateway 
was a Chaiſe, drawn by ſix Stags, drove by a 
Boy in a hunting Habit, Stags, Coachman, and 
Poſtilion having been all train'd up for that 
Purpoſe. From thence likewiſe the Dogs, be- 
ing rang'd in 2 long Lines, made a Lane for 


a conſiderable Way together. As ſoon as their 


Majeſties had enter'd the Pavilion, the grand 
Maſter, and whole body of Huntſmen, in 
green, embroider'd, or richly lac'd with Silver, 
having aſſembled before them, their Muſick 
playing, and ſelves hollowing their wonted 
Notes, thus jovial proceeded to the Wild 
Chamber, and, with cracking their Whips, wind- 
ing their Horns, &c. drove out the red Game. 
Amongſt which the Kings and Company fi- 
ring, as they run by the Pavilion, killed ma- 
ny, and forced the reſt over the Rail, into the 
Oval, where they were again purſued by ſe- 
veral of the Nobility on Horſeback, ſhewing 
great Dexterity with there Javelins and Lances. 
This Game being all deſtroyed, the wild 
Chamber was again opened, and then turn'd 
out the Black-Game, which making moſt Re- 
ſiſtance, gave moſt Diverſion. Of the Red, 
conſiſting of all ſorts of Deer, were about 
nine Hundred; of the Black, ſuch as Boars, 
Bears, Sc. three Hundred, which being all 
lay'd together in order, the Huntſmen'returning 
from the wild Chamber, in the ſame Manner 
they went, again rang'd themſelves before the 
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Pavilion, and there winded their Horns, il 
kheir Majeſties went to Dinner; their Majeſties, 


Princes, &c, in the Grand Saloon, the reſt of 


the Company, in thoſe Tenrs, and Buildings 
alrcady mentioned. Before the Entrances in- 
to che Saloon, four | untſmen kept Guard, 
with Spears in their Hands. The Küchen, Cel- 
lar, and Confectionary were under vaſt large 
Tents in the Wood, and the Victuals carry'd 
up by Forreſters. After Dinner. which Jaſt- 
ed about four Hours, their two Majeſties took 
leave of each other; and, on the Depirture of 
the King of Pruſſia, the u hole Body of Huntl- 
men winded their Horns. His Poliſb Majeſty 
retir d, for about an Hour, then went direftly 
to the Camp, and ſo returned to P/ eden. 
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
